(a ) The pro blem o f drugs Is co unty -wide and no t 
restricted to o ne to wn o r city . 


(b.) Narco tics inv estigatio n is a specialised field 
and that mo st po lice departments are no t trained 
to handle it. 


<c.) The co unty needs a clinic fo r the treatment 
o f addicts. 


(d.) Organized crime is behind the sale o f drugs 
and “ pushers” are the No . 1 target o f law enfo rce­ 
ment o fficials. 


Bettis, who as co unty pro secuto r has led a o ne- 
man fight against drug abuse by giv ing co untless 


educatio nal pro grams at meetings, large and small, 
takes o ffice as co mmo n pleas judge after the first 
o f the y ear. His dedicatio n isn’t apt to change. 
Other co unty 
autho rities and 
o fficials in the 
o unty ’s to wns and cities wo uld do well to study 
the pro secuto r’s reco mmendatio ns. Appo intment o f 
a task fo rce to war o n drugs seems quite appro pri­ 
ate and might be financed jo intly by the co unty 
and municipalities. Co o perativ e effo rts by the sher­

their

publicatio n, and the who le co un­ 
try can beco me better info rm­ 
ed Senato r Eastland say s: 
"We hav e mo v ed — no w — 
into a new era fraught with 
peril fo r the maintenance o f 
peace and o rder acro ss this 
land. Po licemen are no t o nly 
being hamstrung by permissiv e­ 
ness — they are being murder­ 
ed by militant terro rists who are 
striking at the mainstay o f law­ 
ful autho rity . . . .

Potatoes Base of Four-Vegetable Dish 


A noted nutritionist recently 
said everyone needs to eat a 
potato a day. Diet extremists 
may shudder at the thought but 
potatoes have an exremely high 
nuritional value Their caloric 
threat to those conscious of 
weight depends upon how they 
are prepared. A 3bounce bak­ 
ed potato contains around 76 
calories but if you deep fry or 
pan-fry the same potato it may 
hit as many as 400 calories a 
meal. 
An all-in-one vegetable dish 


combines sliced potatoes that 
are layered with onions, toma­ 
toes and asparaus and baked 
Each servin contains about 125 
calories A tasty way to keep 
trim. 
Potato Tart 
14 pounds potatoes, salt, ba­ 
sil leaves. 1 medium onion, slic­ 
ed thin, 1 (10 oz.) package froz­ 
en asparagus, cooked. 3 medium 
tomatoes, sliced, 1 tablespoon 
Parmesan cheese. 
Peel potatoes and slice 4- 
inch thick Place half of potato

baking dish Sprinkle with salt 
and basil.

Marinade Makes Chuck Steak a Delight 


Imaginative ways of prepar­ 
ing less-tender meat cuts wfn 
gold stars for the economy- 
minded homemaker. 
Chuck roast or comparable 
cut, marinated for at least 12 
hours and rich with herbs and 
.spices puts you at the head of 
the class. 
Remember this rule of thumb: 
When using whole spices in a 
stew or with braised meat, add 
the spices at the beginning. 
Ground spices go in about 15 
minutes before meat is remov­ 
ed from the heat. Serve an El­ 
dorado Chuck Steak with whole 
boiled potatoes cooked in dill 
and tomatoes. 
Eldorado Chuck Steak 
1 can (104 ounces) condensed 
beef broth, undiluted. 1 table­ 
spoon mixed pickling spice. 2 
cups dry red wine (or 1 cups 
red wine vinegar and 1 cup wa­ 
ter 1, 4 cup salad oil, 4 cup 
onion flakes, 1 teaspoon instant 
minced garlic, 3 to 44-pound 
bone-tn chuck roast, 1 teasptvon 
salt, ‘a teaspoon ground black 
pepper. 
In a small saucepan, combin'* 
broth with mixed pickling spice. 
Bring to boiling point. Reduce 
heat and simmer, uncovered 5 


minutes. Add wine or wine vine­ 
gar and water, oil, onion flakes, 
and garlic. Cool. Place meat in 
double-lined plastic bag or tight- 
fitting container 
Pour marin­ 
ade over meat. Cover and re­ 
frigerate 12 hours or longer 
Remove meat from marinade. 
Place on rack in roasting pan. 
Sprinkle both sides of meat with 
salt and black pepper. Top meat 
with some onions from mari­ 


nade Roast in a preheated 350- 
degree oven 24 to 3 hours or 
until me.it i" tender, brushing 
occasionally with marinade. 
If desired, serve with gravy 
made 
by 
combining equal 
amounts of strained marinade 
and water. Thicken with 2 table­ 
spoons flour to each eup of liq­ 
uid Heat, stirring constantly un­ 
til thickened. Makes 6 to 8 por­ 
tions.
